We  need  happiness,  those  fleeting  moments  of  joy 
that  enter  and  leave  our  lives  without  warning. 


Muted”  might  be  too 

mild  a  word  to  describe 
New  Year’s  Eve  (called 
Sylvester)  in  Israel;  it  is  a 
non-event.  Many  of  those  on  the  Synagogue’s 
Israel  trip  began  their  journey  home  in  the  hour 
just  before  or  after  the  start  of  the  new  year.  We 
spent  New  Year’s  Eve  in  Ben  Gurion  Airport! 

Some  of  our  college  kids  purchased  drinks  with 
which  to  celebrate  as  we  awaited  our  departure, 
and  I  jokingly  offered  them  the  use  of  my 
shofar  in  lieu  of  a  noisemaker.  If  anyone  was 
waiting  for  a  midnight  announcement  or  good 
wishes  to  be  broadcast  over  the  airport’s  public  address  system, 
s/he  was  sorely  disappointed.  What  a  contrast  to  the  way  we 
celebrate  the  secular  new  year  in  the  United  States! 

It  got  me  thinking  not  just  about  comparing  December  31st/ 
January  1st  both  here  and  there,  but  also  about  the  differences 
between  the  secular  new  year  and  Rosh  HaShanah. 

We  use  horns  on  both  of  them.  But  the  purpose  of 
noisemakers  is  just  to  make  noise — revelry  for  the  sake  of 
revelry;  the  purpose  of  the  shofar  is  to  penetrate  our  very  being, 
to  pierce  our  souls.  January  1st  is  a  time  for  making  New  Year’s 


resolutions  that  generally  deal  with  the  physical 
and  material:  watching  what  we  eat,  beginning 
exercise  regimens  (again),  budgeting  our 
money...  On  Rosh  fdaShanah  we  turn  much 
more  introspective:  our  focus  is  on  bettering 
ourselves,  our  relationships  with  family,  friends 
and  God.  On  Rosh  HaShanah  we  also  reflect 
on  how  to  budget,  but  our  emphasis  is  on 
how  to  budget  our  time  and  our  money  more 
meaningfully.  New  Year’s  Eve  disqualifies  the  • 
young  and  the  infirm  who  cannot  stay  up  late; 
Rosh  HaShanah,  which  begins  just  prior  to 
sunset,  enfranchises  everyone. 

So,  which  is  better... New  Year’s  Eve  or  Rosh  HaShanah?  As 
a  Rabbi,  you’re  probably  expecting  me  to  come  down  in  favor  of 
Rosh  HaShanah,  but  the  truth  is  we  need  both. 

We  need  to  take  our  New  Year’s  Eve  resolutions  as  seriously  as 
we  do  the  ones  we  vow  on  Rosh  HaShanah,  because  they  are 
no  less  important  to  our  lives.  And  we  need  happiness  (as  in 
“Happy  New  Year!”),  those  fleeting  moments  ol  joy  that  enter 
and  leave  our  lives  without  warning,  as  much  as  we  need  the 
goodness  (as  in  L'Shanah  Tova )  that  is  abiding  and  that  sustains 
us  each  and  every  day. 
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As  a  new  chapter  begins,  another  chapter  ends. 


At  the  February  7th  Board  Meeting, 
the  Rabbinic  Search  Committee 
will  present  their  choice  for  the 
position  of  Senior  Rabbi.  The 
Board  will  then  vote  on  this  recommendation. 

Following  this  meeting,  the  Board  will  present 
its  recommendation  to  the  congregation  at  a 
Congregational  Meeting  where  the  membership 
will  vote  on  the  Board's  candidate.  When  the 
process  is  completed,  we  will  have  a  new  Senior 
Rabbi  who  will  begin  on  July  1st. 

I  cannot  thank  the  Search  Committee 
enough  for  the  almost  two  years  of  incredible  hard  work  and 
tremendous  devotion  to  our  Synagogue  that  brings  us  to  this 
day.  Under  the  leadership  of  Geoffrey  Colvin,  the  members 
of  the  committee  are:  Joanne  Davis,  Roger  Einiger,  Rachael 
First,  Steve  Friedman  and  Brian  Lustbader.  Menachem 
Rosensaft  and  I  served  as  ex-officio  members  ol  the  committee. 
This  committee  has  given  countless  hours  in  service  to 
the  congregation.  They  have  executed  their  charge  with  a 
seriousness  of  purpose  and  an  understanding  of  the  views  of  an 


extremely  diverse  community.  We  all  owe  them 
our  gratitude  for  their  efforts  on  our  behalf. 

A  new  Rabbi  is  a  major  change  for  us.  It 
is  a  transitional  moment  for  our  125  year  old 
synagogue.  It  is  an  exciting  time.  I  look 
forward  to  the  day  that  each  of  you  will  have 
the  opportunity  to  meet  the  new  Rabbi.  He 
will  quickly  become  an  integral  part  of  our 
synagogue  community.  You  will  understand 
why  the  choice  was  made. 

As  a  new  chapter  begins,  another  chapter 
ends.  I  know  that  I  speak  for  our  entire 
congregation  when  I  express  our  gratitude  to  Rabbi  David 
Lincoln.  He  has  been  there  for  all  of  us.  He  has  represented 
our  congregation  with  dignity  and  commanding  respect 
nationally  and  internationally.  He  and  Susan  have  been  an 
important  part  of  our  lives  lor  twenty  years.  I  am  very  glad  we 
will  have  many  opportunities  over  the  next  few  months  to  let 
them  know  how  much  they  mean  to  us  and  I  am  very  happy 
they  will  continue  to  be  a  part  of  our  community  for  many 
years  to  come.

P.A.S.  Gallery 

P.A.S.  Timeline:  Selections  from  our  Archives  I  Through  June  2008 


Phis  very  special  exhibition  includes  a  timeline  of  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  history,  juxtaposing  P.A.S.  milestones  with  contemporary 
events  in  Jewish  history,  as  well  as  significant  events  in  NYC, 
American,  and  world  history.  The  exhibit  cases  feature  significant 
artifacts  from  the  P.A.S.  Archives  collection.  The  Exhibition 
Committee,  chaired  by  Jean  Bloch  Rosensaft,  working  closely  with 
Archives  Co-Chairs  Laurie  Harris  and  Marcia  Stone,  has  been 
collecting  and  organizing  this  material  for  over  a  year.  The  show 
begins  with  the  history  of  the  founding  congregations,  and  then 
surveys  the  decades  from  the  1920s  through  the  125th  Anniversary 


year.  The  display  of  documents,  photographs,  and  artifacts 
illuminates  the  sequential  development  of  the  synagogue's  three 
structures  and  the  role  of  contemporary  art  commissions  for  the 
Adolph  Gottlieb  stained  glass  windows  and  Nathan  Rapoport  facade 
sculptures.  The  exhibition  highlights  the  generations  of  clergy  who 
have  led  our  synagogue  with  commitment  and  vision  and  their 
distinguished  contributions  to  P.A.S.,  the  Jewish  community,  and 
world  history.  It  features  the  special  role  that  P.A.S.  has  played 
in  the  renaissance  of  Jewish  music  through  the  commissioning  of 
liturgical  music  from  the  1940s  to  the  present  day.

I  am  happy  to  report  that  a  significant  milestone  has  been  passed  in  the  never 
ending  project  of  Rothschild  Library  development! 

When  I  first  came  to  P.A.S.  many  moons  ago,  I  was  met  by  literally  thousands 
of  impressive  volumes  set  neatly  on  acres  of  lovely  shelving.  An  advanced 
computer  cataloging  system  managed  these  books’  catalog  records  and  circulation.  Add 
to  that  the  congenial  atmosphere  and  hundreds  of  intelligent  congregants  thirsting  for 
good  books,  well  it  seemed  I  had  reached  some  kind  of  librarians’  olam  haba. 

In  my  first  few  weeks  here,  however,  I  discovered  lacunae  in  our  composite  happiness: 
1,500-2000  books  on  the  shelves  were  nowhere  in  the  computer  catalog,  nor  listed 
anywhere  else.  They  were  essentially  lost.  Someone  could  request  a  title,  and  I,  not 
seeing  it  in  the  catalog,  would  say  we  didn’t  have  it,  only  to  happen  across  that  very  book 
a  few  days  or  weeks  later.  It  was  a  terrible  situation,  though  not  an  uncommon  one  for 
libraries  transitioning  between  card  and  computer  catalog. 

So  we  embarked  upon  an  inventory  of  the  entire  circulating  library.  Going  book- 
by-book  on  the  shelf,  we  found  each  uncatalogued  volume  and  processed  them  all 
accordingly.  It  took  over  two  years,  but  today,  Tal,  my  assistant,  and  I  can  say  with 
confidence  all  circulating  books  are  catalogued  in  the  computer. 

In  the  process,  we  have  not  only  gotten  to  know  the  collection  intimately,  but  we 
have  also  run  across  some  hidden  historic  treasures.  In  the  Israel  section,  for  example,  we 
found: 

“Israel  Guide”  by  Zev  Vilnay,  1950.  In-depth  tour  book  of  the  way  things 
were.  Very  interesting. 

“Destination  Palestine:  the  Story  of  the  Haganah  Ship  Exodus 

1947”,  and  “Israel  Without  Tears,”  by  Ruth  Gruber,  Zionist  journalist, 

1950.  Both  eye-opening  and  impassioned  reportage  by  the  impressive  writer  who 
spoke  at  our  Book  Fair  in  November. 

“Israel,”  by  Ludwig  Lewisohn,  1925.  Impassioned  Zionist  argument  by  a  very 
well-traveled  man  of  letters. 

The  whole  Israel  section  is  fascinating  and  inspiring. 

Our  next  long-term  project  will  be  to  catalog  and  thus  make  accessible  select  scholarly 
volumes  from  the  library  of  our  late  and  beloved  Rabbi  Emeritus,  Judah  Nadich.  Stay 
tuned  for  further  developments.

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A  Snapshot  of  Congregational  Life,  1957-1987 

The  Judah  Nadich  Years

JEWISH  SURVIVAL,  FAITH  AND  RITUAL 

Judah  Nadich  wrote  in  his  last 

column  in  the  Bulletin  that  his 
mission  in  life  has  been  “to  work  lor 
the  survival  of  the  Jewish  people, 
with  energy,  enthusiasm  and  zeal.’’  A  man  of 
exceptional  faith,  he  stated  simply,  “I  have 
always  been  and  hope  to  remain  a  believer, 
and  that  makes  me  a  happy  and  grateful 
person.’’  His  faith  brought  him  through 
World  War  II  as  a  U.S.  Army  Chaplain, 
subsequently  serving  with  General  (later 
President)  Eisenhower  to  improve  the 
conditions  of  Holocaust  survivors.  After  the 
war,  he  embarked  on  an  extended  speaking 
tour  addressing  Jewish  communities  in  40 
states  on  behalf  of  United  Jewish  Appeal 
before  returning  to  the  pulpit  of  Kehilith 
Israel  in  Brookline,  Massachusetts,  from 
1947  until  1957,  when  he  joined  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue.  By  that  time  he  had 
also  earned  a  Doctor  of  Hebrew  Literature 
degree  from  the  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary,  and  had  written  his  first  book, 
“Eisenhower  and  the  Jews.” 

By  the  time  of  Judah  Nadich’s  arrival 
at  P.A.S.,  the  pulpit  had  been  unoccupied 
for  over  a  year — the  synagogue’s  75th 
anniversary.  According  to  the  outgoing 
Chairman  of  rhe  Board,  Ezra  Cohen,  during 
this  period  though  there  were  some  initial 
difficulties  without  “permanent  spiritual 
leadership,  the  20  committees  and  five  arms 
functioned  at  their  utmost,  maintaining 
an  enthusiasm  in  spite  of  the  handicaps 
which  existed.”  The  incoming  Chairman, 
Joseph  Howard  Katz,  called  the  filling  of 
the  pulpit  his  number  one  objective,  but 
in  “plain  talk”  described  the  candidate  of 
unanimous  acclaim  as  a  “utopian  dream.” 

Mr.  Katz  allowed  that  the  next  rabbi  would 
not  be  a  candidate  who  would  “attempt  to 
move  the  congregation  toward  orthodoxy  or 
toward  reform”  but  would  be  a  “man  who 
possesses  the  erudition  and  eloquence  to 


spark  our  religious  services  and  educational 
programs.” 

Park  Avenue  Synagogue’s  institutional 
challenges  from  the  mid-1950s  through 
the  mid-  1980s  were  less  daunting  than 
during  previous  periods  in  our  history,  but 
were  still  demanding.  During  this  period, 
coinciding  with  Rabbi  Judah  Nadich’s  30 
years  at  P.A.S.,  his  goals  and  that  of  the 
congregation  merged  into  a  productive  and 
enriching  partnership.  Rabbi  Nadich’s  early 
remarks  to  the  congregation  were  to  the 
point:  “Let  us  come  together  with  renewed 
zeal  and  with  an  unflagging  awareness  of 
the  great  potential  of  P.A.S.  for  our  religious 
realization  and  that  of  our  families,  for 
its  influence  on  the  community,  and  its 
leadership  nationally,  to  write  another 
glorious  chapter  in  the  illustrious  history  of 
our  synagogue.” 

Just  prior  to  the  arrival  of  Rabbi  Judah 
Nadich,  several  important  firsts  for  women 
occurred.  In  January  1956,  P.A.S.  granted  a 
Petichah,  the  privilege  of  opening  the  Ark  by 
drawing  the  curtain  at  the  time  of  the  prayer 
Aleinu,  to  Mrs.  Benjamin  Sack,  a  member 
of  the  Board.  Judah  Nadich  was  one  of  the 
first  Conservative  rabbis  to  include  women 
in  the  minyan,  and  in  further  recognition 
of  women’s  role  in  modern  life  and  the  life 
of  the  synagogue,  moved  to  grant  aliyot  to 
women.  In  1960,  the  first  woman  to  receive 
an  aliyah  at  P.A.S.  was  his  wife,  Hadassah 
Nadich,  who  embodied  women’s  knowledge 
and  involvement  in  the  synagogue.  In 
addition  to  welcoming  thousands  of 
congregants  to  their  home,  Mrs.  Nadich 
conducted  study  courses,  wrote  articles  and 
gave  book  reviews  and  talks.  During  this 
period,  annual  Friday  evening  services  of  the 
Sisterhood  and  Women’s  Evening  Group 
became  more  participatory.  In  1974,  as 
president  of  the  Rabbinical  Assembly,  Rabbi 
Nadich  proposed  the  ordination  of  women. 
It  was  not  until  1985  however,  that  JTS 
ordained  its  first  woman  rabbi. 

During  this  time,  there  were  sermons  or 


speakers  on  both  Friday  night  and  Saturday 
mornings.  Often,  scriptural  commentaries 
were  given  on  Saturday  mornings.  This 
gave  opportunities  for  Rabbi  Nadich 
to  cover  contemporary  issues  on  Friday 
evenings,  such  as  the  Jewish  view  of  family, 
integration,  and  the  relation  between  capital 
and  labor.  Judah  Nadich  was  a  strong  and 
influential  lorce  for  living  Jewish  values  on 
a  national  scale.  He  led  the  post-Holocaust 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  congregation 
through  the  turbulent  sixties.  Thousands 
attended  services  after  the  assassination  of 
President  John  F.  Kennedy.  Rabbi  Nadich 
led  the  mourning  and  called  lor  unwavering 
loyalty  to  America  and  its  principles.  Judah 
Nadich  was  an  advocate  for  freedom  and  for 
the  rights  of  all  people.  He  was  a  leader  in 
his  admiration  of  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King 
and  called  for  renewed  commitment  to  the 
civil  rights  movement  before  and  after  Dr. 
King’s  murder. 

Rabbi  Nadich  also  “spoke  of  the  space 
age  in  which  we  are  now  living  and  the 
possibility  of  utter  destruction  we  are  facing 
today.”  “All  of  this,”  he  said,  “places  an 
additional  responsibility  upon  religious 
leaders  and  teachers.  The  great  need  for 
mankind  in  this  scientific  age  is  to  learn  to 
live  together.  Religion  can  help  us  achieve 
that  end.” 

During  his  30  years  as  rabbi,  ties  were 
strengthened  with  the  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary,  and  P.A.S.  moved  into  place  as 
its  most  important  synagogue  supporter 
financially.  Moreover,  some  of  our  lay 
leadership  were  appointed  to  a  United 
Synagogue  Committee  helping  to  define 
Conservative  ideology.  In  1986,  JTS 
established  the  Rabbi  Judah  Nadich 
Chair  in  Talmud  and  presented  him  with 
the  Seminary’s  Centennial  Medal  for 
Achievement  on  the  50th  anniversary  of  his 
ordination. 

Rabbi  Judah  Nadich  strove  to  maintain 
the  commitment  of  P.A.S.  to  the  State 
of  Israel.  He  never  forgot  his  wartime 
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experiences,  and  at  one  point  was  Chairman 
of  the  United  States  Holocaust  Memorial 
Council.  Much  synagogue  effort  was 
devoted  to  fundraising  lor  Israel,  and  yearly 
programming  would  frequently  have  an 
educational  and  cultural  connection  to  the 
developing  state  and  its  needs. 

The  congregation  reached  1200  families 
during  the  Nadich  years.  A  backlog  of 
members  awaited  seat  assignments,  and 
more  new  members  were  expected.  One 
of  the  highlights  of  Nadich’s  tenure  was 
the  multi-year  effort  to  build  the  latest 
P.A.S.  educational  and  community  facility, 
the  Rita  and  George  M.  Shapiro  House, 
dedicated  in  1980. 

Services  during  Rabbi  Nadich’s  tenure 
became  more  traditional.  He  adopted  the 
prayerbooks  of  the  Conservative  movement, 
the  Sim  Shalom  by  Silverman,  and  the  Hertz 
Chumash.  A  congregational  Kiddush  was 
instituted  after  every  Shabbat  service,  and 
before  long,  congregants  were  offered  the 
opportunity  to  sponsor  the  Kiddush.  The 
Saturday  Shabbat  service  was  lengthened  to 
its  present  form. 

In  1958,  with  the  support  of  the  Men’s 
Club,  daily  evening  minyan  prayer  services 
were  instituted.  Rabbi  Nadich  also  wanted  a 
second  morning  prayer  service  each  day,  but 
could  only  arrange  it  once  a  month.  Selichot 
services  were  also  added. 

JEWISH  EDUCATION  AND  LIFELONG  LEARNING 
The  Chairmen  of  the  Board  of  P.A.S. 
consistently  reminded  the  congregation 
that  the  adult  education  program  was  the 
fulfillment  of  the  synagogue’s  purpose  as 
a  House  of  Study.  Before  Judah  Nadich 
officially  began  his  rabbinate  at  P.A.S., 
he  worked  with  the  Committee  on  Adult 
Education  to  plan  the  programs  for  his  first 
year,  which  featured  a  1 5-  week  course  on 
“Great  Ages  and  Ideas  of  the  Jewish  People.” 
Rabbi  Nadich  brought  in  distinguished 
speakers  and  taught  some  topics  himself. 

Hebrew  courses  were  a  constant  part  of 
the  offerings.  This  led  to  one  of  the  most 
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significant  programs  of  the  renamed  Sherr 
Institute  of  Adult  Education.  In  February, 
1974,  40  women  participated  in  a  group 
Adult  B’not  Mitzvah  ceremony,  the  first  in 
New  York  City. 

Another  enrichment  offered  to  the 
congregation  was  the  Shabbaton,  which 
took  on  many  forms.  Topics  have  ranged 
from  Dr.  Pinhas  H.  Peli  on  the  "The  Crisis 
of  Jewish  Unity,”  focusing  on  religious  life 
in  Israel,  to  Lucy  Dawidowicz,  speaking  in 
1984  on  “America  is  Different:  Jews  in  the 
United  States.”

With  the  establishment  of  the  Cohen 
Library  in  1957,  the  synagogue  inaugurated 
another  major  facet  of  its  educational 
program  and  hired  its  first  professional 
librarian,  Hilde  Kisch.  Early  recognition,  a 
citation  by  the  Jewish  Book  Council,  was 
quickly  received. 

RELIGIOUS  SCHOOLS 

During  this  period,  the  biggest  physical 
change  was  the  new  educational  building, 
the  Rita  and  George  M.  Shapiro  House. 

It  provided  the  framework  for  PA. S.’s 
ongoing  commitment  to  provide  the  best 
Jewish  education  in  the  city.  Within  the 
school  program,  materials  changed,  but  a 


bigger  transformation  came  as  the  number 
of  girls  enrolled  equaled  that  of  boys. 

During  this  period  better  teacher  training 
and  continuing  education  opportunities 
were  developed  and  made  available  to  the 
staffs  of  the  Religious  School  and  the  Early 
Childhood  Center. 

Rabbi  Judah  Nadich  and  the  School 
Board  joined  in  organizing  the  Milton 
Steinberg  School  of  Religious  Studies  (now 
Judah  Nadich  High  School),  which  had  its 
first  graduation  in  1959,  and  by  1967  had 
replaced  Confirmation. 

Rabbi  Nadich  changed  the  thrust  of 
after-school  activities,  particularly  for  the 
post-  bar/bat  mitzvah  ages,  to  have  more 
Jewish  content.  P.A.S.  affiliated  with  the 
United  Synagogue  Youth  (USY)  program  of 
the  Conservative  movement.  Camp  Ramah, 
Jewish  camping  and  summer  programs  were 
publicized  and  encouraged. 

Establishing  a  nursery  school  was  an 
additional  goal  when  the  Milton  Steinberg 
House  was  planned.  The  Early  Childhood 
Center  finally  opened  in  the  fall  of  1965 
with  15  students  in  one  class.  The  school 
was  extremely  popular  from  its  opening 
day,  and  the  most  serious  problem  has  been 
demand  for  the  limited  number  of  spaces. 

FUNDRAISING  AND  THE  ARMS 
To  fund  the  growing  arms  programming 
and  meet  short-term  expenses,  each  arm 
was  expected  to  have  its  own  fundraisers, 
following  Sisterhood’s  path.  In  1958,  Board 
Chairman  Joseph  Howard  Katz  said  in 
his  annual  report,  “Sisterhood  has  always 
taken  seriously  the  special  honor  which 
has  been  bestowed  upon  it;  the  privilege  ol 
raising  funds  for  the  congregation.”  During 
that  year,  Sisterhood  gave  the  synagogue 
equipment  for  the  meat  kitchen  and  a 
soundproof  ceiling  for  the  auditorium. 
Sisterhood  led  appeals  for  outside  causes; 
their  long-time  bazaar  was  devoted  to 
fundraising  for  United  Jewish  Appeal.

For  a  number  of  years,  many  of  the  arms 
sponsored  theater  parties,  and  as  soon  as 
the  Women’s  Evening  Group  was  up  and 
running,  they  sponsored  a  fundraising  party 
and  auction.  By  1960,  dues  only  covered 
80%  of  expenses  and  the  arms  could  not 
fill  the  budgetary  gap.  The  synagogue  was 
forced  to  borrow  substantial  short-term 
funds,  but  it  was  not  until  1965  that  the 
dues  structure  was  overhauled  to  increase 
revenue. 

In  the  1950s  and  1970s,  synagogue¬ 
wide  fundraising  appeals  were  limited  to 
the  building  expansion  capital  campaigns. 
During  the  decade  of  the  1970s,  fundraising 
for  the  new  school  building,  about  six 
million  dollars  in  total,  dominated  the 
agenda.  As  soon  as  that  was  completed  in 
1982,  the  Board  of  Trustees  reinstituted  the 
Kol  Nidre  Appeal  to  plug  yearly  operating 
gaps,  and  that  is  the  way  it  remains. 

Milton  Steinberg  initiated  the  first 
synagogue-wide  fundraising  campaign  for 
the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  during 
the  late  1930s,  followed  by  the  Israel  Bonds 
Drive.  The  next  campaign  was  authorized 
in  1951  for  the  Federation  of  Jewish 
Philanthropies. 

THE  ARMS  AND  PROGRAMMING 

During  the  period  of  1957-1987, 

Sisterhood  came  to  share  the  spotlight  as 
other  arms  developed,  aimed  at  additional 
congregational  constituencies.  Many  of 
Sisterhood’s  fundraising  events,  particularly 
the  annual  luncheon  and  the  bazaar,  so 
important  during  the  50s  and  60s,  were 
less  so  by  the  70s  and  80s.  Gone  were 
the  sewing  circles  and  card  parties.  The 
Sisterhood  became  more  involved  in 
educational  programming,  co-sponsoring 
classes  of  the  Sherr  Institute.  A  number 
of  its  members  studied  Hebrew,  and  were 
among  the  first  adult  B’not  Mitzvah  class. 
Fhey  were  on  the  road,  visiting  the  Jewish 
Museum,  Jewish  Guild  for  the  Blind, 
and  historical  synagogues.  Back  in  the 
building,  they  were  the  first  to  sponsor  film 
programs  and  travel  programs,  particularly 
highlighting  Israel. 

During  the  1960s  and  1970s,  the  Mr. 


and  Mrs.  Club  sponsored  the  Annual  Art 
Show,  with  merchandise  for  sale  from 
$25  to  the  thousands  of  dollars.  Experts 
helped  choose  a  selection  of  paintings  from 
established  and  rising  names  in  the  art 
world,  which  would  be  brought  to  P.A.S. 
and  displayed  in  the  vestry  rooms. 

Women’s  Evening  Group  programming 
emphasized  human  rights  and  women’s 
rights  issues,  as  well  as  informational 
programs  on  health  and  beauty.  One  of 
the  first  female  college  presidents,  Donna 
Shalala,  of  Hunter  College  of  the  City  of 
New  York  spoke  in  1 984. 

Support  for  Soviet  Jewry  was  among 
the  most  important  issues  to  our  members 
and  in  synagogue  programming,  from  the 
post- World  War  II  years  until  the  late  1980s 
when  Soviet  Union  Jews  won  the  right 
to  emigrate  to  Israel  and  other  countries. 

The  Men’s  Club  frequently  spearheaded 
synagogue  efforts  to  support  this  cause. 

Sponsoring  a  Friday  evening  service 
has  become  a  tradition  for  the  arms, 
along  with  inviting  an  interesting  speaker 
and  at  first,  an  Oneg  Shabbat  reception. 
When  arms  tried  offering  dinners  for  their 
members  with  the  service,  they  were  very 
well  received.  The  Religious  School  also 
successfully  sponsored  Friday  night  services 
and  dinners.  The  dinner  component 
became  so  popular  that  in  1982,  a  program 
of  congregational  Shabbat  dinners  was 
inaugurated.  These  dinners  were  not  always 
paired  with  programming,  but  were  times 
for  “good  hearted  fellowship,  fine  food,  and 
Shabbat  spirit.”  These  dinners  continue 
to  the  present  day,  now  paired  with  the 
arms’  Shabbat  services  or  synagogue-wide 
programming. 

RABBI  JUDAH  NADICH’s  ASSESSMENT 
How  did  Rabbi  Judah  Nadich  assess  the 
congregation?  At  the  1 00th  Anniversary 
celebration  in  1982,  he  proudly  stated: 

Never  have  we  had  more  members. 

Never  have  we  had  so  many  young  members. 
Never  have  we  had  a  better  religious  school 
system. 

Never  have  we  had  better  programming  and 
adult  education. 

Never  have  we  had  better  consistent  attendance 
at  daily  and  holiday  services.
